Immediately thereafter the conference adjoyrned and will so stand until | 
the Russians are ready to give their answer, which they will do at the a 
possible moment. 

Prof. Takasugi, one of the assistants to Baron Komura, speaking ot 
the presentation of the Japanese demands on which Russia ean have peace, 
said: 

“The Portsmouth conference will end in a treaty of peace.” 

“Japan’s terms, in my opinion, include immediate evacuation of Man- 
churia, cession of the Island of Sakhalin and opening of the port of Viadi- 
vostok, and the pay ment of an indemnity of $1,000,000,000 

“The indemnity might be reduced a little, if peace pani be had no 


other way,” he added. 
The following official statement was made by Mr. Korostvets on behalf

“I reckon I've got the best witness of 
all in this case,”" said Capt. Thomas 
Parker, veteran river man and owner 
of several Mississippi tugs. in the Day- 
ton Street Police Court Thureday.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—The officers 
about the Brooklyn navy yard are 
greatly interested just at present in the 
rather unusual orders that have been 
received /by Lieut. Charles Nelson, in 
comma of submarine boat Plunger. 
The orders came from the Secretary of 
the Navy and read: ae 

“You are to proceed as’ soon as pos- 
sible .to Oyster Bay and report to the 
President.”’ 

The general impression is that Mr. 
Roosevelt would like much to’ take a 
dip in a submarine, if he were not 
President, and wants to see; anyway, 
what this crack boat can do. Three 
years ago he went to Annapolis. rhe 
expecting to go down in the Holland, 
but was persuaded not to do so by cer- 
tain members of the Cabinet who had 
accompanied him. On this particular 
occasion the President is reported to. 
have turned on his heel rather sharply 
and remarked that some day he would 
have a chance. 

When the orders came for the Plun- 
ger to hurry to Oyster Bay the boat 
was in dry dock being overhauled, She 
was yanked out and is now lying in the 
waterway that runs through the center 
of the navy yard. Every bolt and rivet 
is being subjected to thorough resolder- 
ing and the torpedo tube gets a testing 
often. The Plunger is considered the 
finest type of our submarine boats. She 
was launched in 1902 and is fitted up 
with every improvement that has been 
devised up to date. She is & feet long 
and has a beam of 11 feet 4 Inches.

FOUNDED ON GRAFT" 


So Says Prof. Shepardson of 
Chicago University—Tainted 
Money Known Long Ago. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—‘It was worse

This, in effect, is the belief of- Prof. 
| Francis W. Shepardson of the Univer- 
'sity of Chicago, an authority on Unit- 
ed States history, and one of the fore- 
most historians of the country. He is 
the leading man in the history depart- 
ment of the institution, and is to be 
slated for the headship of the de- 
partment, which is now vacant. His 
views were expressed in an address on 


*‘Graft.”’ 

‘Peter Faneuil, as we all know, built 
Faneuil Hall,’ which historians have 
termed ‘the cradle of liberty,’” de- 
,clared Prof. Shepardson. “Now there 
iis on record a letter written by Peter 
‘which shows he was engaged in the 
, liquor business. It shows he was not 
what we would call an honest liquor 
‘merchant. He made his money in an 
illegal way—namely, by smuggling. 
.This fact is brought out clearly in the 
|letter. Therefore, it can be said that 
.Faneuil Hall was fou ded on tainted 
money. . 

“There is also proof that one of the 
men who signed the declaration of in- 
dependence was indicted for smuggling. 
Just who it was J cannot name now, 
but it ts certain that one of the coun- 
try’s most illustrious men, whose name 
is almost as familiar as that of George 
ee was guilty of illicit trad- 
ng. 

“Throughout the colonies and later 
in the thirteen original states, there 
were many public men who engaged in 
practices that were not legal or legiti- 
mate. It is a well-known fact that ten 
years after the nation was founded one 
of our best senators was indicted for 
accepting a bribe."’

SPRING WHEAT 6000 


Government Report Shows 
Winter Wheat Yield 424,- 
400,000 Bushels. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—The De- 
partment of Agriculture today issued 
the following crop report: 

The condition of corn on Aug. 1 was 
89.0, as compared with 87.3 last month, 
87.3 on Aug. 1, 1904, 78.7 at the corre- 
sponding date in 1908 and a 10-year Au- 
gust average of 85.4. 

Preliminary returns indicate a win- 
ter wheat crop of about 424,400,000 bush- 
els ($2534,640,000 centals), or an average of 
14.3 bushels (8.6 centals) per acre, as 
compared with 12.4 bushels (7.4 centals) 
per acre last year, as finally estimated. 

The average condition of spring wheat 
on Aug. 1 was 89.2, as compared with 
91.0 last month, 87.5 on Aug. 1, 190, 
77.1 at the corresponding date in 193 
and a 10-year August average of 83.3. 

The average condition of the oat crop 
on Aug. 1, was 9.8, as compared with 
92.1 Jast month, 86.6 on Aug. 1, 1904, 79.5 
at the corresponding date in 1908 and 
a 10-year Apgust average of 83.7. 

The proportion of the oat crop of 
last year still in the hands of farmers 
is estimated at 6.2 per cent, as compared 
with 5.4 per cent of the crop of 1903 in 
farmers’ hands one year ago, 7.4 per 
cent of the crop of 1902 in farmers’ 
hands two years ago, and a ten-year 
average of 7.2 per cent. 

The average condition of barley on 
Aug. 1 was 89.5, against 91.5 one month 
ago, 88.1 on Aug. 1, 1904, 83.4 at the cor- 
responding date in 198 and a 10-year 
average of 8.1. 

The average condition of spring ryé 
on Aug. 1 was 92.6, as compared with 
%%.0 one month ago, 91.8 on Aug. 1, 1904, 
87.2 at the corresponding date in 1903 
and a 10-year average of 87.4. 

The acreage of buckwheat is less than 
that of last year by about 32,200 acres, 
or 4.1 per cent. 

The average condition of buckwheat 
on Aug. 1 was 92.6, as compared with 
92.8 on Aug. 1, 1904, $3.9 at the corre- 
sponding date in 1903 and a 10-year aver- 
age of 91.4.

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HE RUSSIAN NATIONAL ASSEMBLY. | 
The Russian National Assembly, which will open’ 
its first session in November, is one of the first fruits 
of the war in the Far East. | 

According to the outlines of the project cabled 
from St. Petersburg, the Assembly will have small 
power of imitation. It will be “a deliberative and 
consultative body for the discussion of measures 
laid before it by the Emperor or his ministers. It 
will have the power to force the withdrawal of min: | 
isterial propositions by a two-thirds vote.” | 

In other words, there will be a qualified legislative) 
veto power over executive acts, instead of, as in our’ 
government, a qualified executive veto power over, 
Jegislative acts. 

An assembly merely deliberative and consultative, 
with no power of initiation and only a qualified veto’ 
is not a positive force in any governmental system.| 
But experience shows that such experiments always 
go beyond the original design. The Estates General,’ 
which assembled in 1789, almost immediately dis-. 
solved and the members of the first 
estates were absorbed in the third, which proclaimed 
itself a constitutional assembly, representing the 
French nation, and proceeded with the work of rev-!

The spirit of progress is afoot in 
the Czar’s dominions and the members will hardly 
content themselves with advisory powers. It will 
be strange indeed if the new body does not follow 
the example of the States General and try its hand 
at drastic reforms.

PURE MILK STOPS 
DOCTOR'S BUSINESS 


“No more work for me as a physician 
among childreh once they begin to 
drink the pasteurized milk provided by 
the Pure Milk Commission,’ says Dr. 
Erasmus A. McGinnis of 334 Sidney 
street. Dr. McGinnis has one of the dis- 
tributing stations for the pure milk in 
his office. His patrons number between 
2 and 30. Not one of those who has 
been taking the milk for any length of 
time is iil. 

There has never been a death among 
the children who have used the milk as 
long as a week, 

“Two or three children died, but they 
were doomed before they began to take 
the milk, and were only abie to ere 
it a day or two,’’ continued Dr. McGin- 
nis. “It has helped children who had 
whooping cough and those who drink it 
do mot seem to get summer complaint. 
My efficacy as a physician that can 
cure summer complaint is not neces- 
sary. 

“Sometimes when I know that a new 
tooth is due and that a child will prob- 
Ably be feverish I make changes in my 
milk prescription. That helps. 

“The greaiest commendation the milk 
can have is the fact that mothers con- 
tinue to use it for their children. They 
say that the babies like it, but I know 
that unless it produced results they 
would not come the time of day—ve- 
tween 9 and 10—and walk as far as some 
of them do in order to get the milk, 

“As the mothers often come with the 
children l am able to speak with them 
and give them directions. 

“Each particular case is interesting. I 
used to be awakened every morning by 
the cry of a baby in the neighborhood. 
I knew that the child was not well, ai- 
though I hadn't seen hm. I can tell the 
difference between the cry of a_ sick 
child and a mean one. 

“I didg’t like to complain to the 
mother about her ehild and yet I felt 
worried about it, it cried so ofien. 
Well children need not cry much. 

“One morning the mother brought the 
baby over. It was 18 months old and ill. 
I prescribed pure milk for it and now 
I seldom hear that baby cry more than 
twice a week. 

“Another family had a child that was 
lll. I told them to use pure milk. They 
did so awhile but discontinued again. 
They came to my house a few nights 
ago in great concern, the baby was se- 
riously ill. I told them that I'd treat 
the baby if they gave it proper food but 
not otherwise. They c..me over and 
wanted to buy five bottles the next 
morning. 

“They didn't come the next day and 
when one of the children came on the 
third day he said that the baby didn’t 
like that milk. I told him to tell his 
mother to warm the milk and put a lit- 
lle sugar in it.

SHIPPED NEAR YEAR AGO 


Never Heard of Them Since— 
Appearance of Russian Ship 
Lena Only Clew.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Here’s a story 
Of a mule mystery. Perhaps it explains 
why the transport Lena, which is now 
interned in San Francisco, happened to 
turn up there, far from the war zone, 
last September. 

But 48 to that there is only a dark 
hint. The story was all told today by a 
young Englishman just returned from 
the West, and now at the Hotel Astor. 

“The great mule mystery” is the dis- 
appearance of a Itussian convoy and 10 
whole, great transports full of mules 
and horses bound from Guaymas, Mex- 
ico, to Viadivostok 

With several other capitalists, the En- 
glishman declares, he conceived the no- 
tion of buying up mules and horses and 
shipping them to Port Arthur or Vladi- 
vostok. After some negotiations a -bar- 
gain was arranged with the Russians in 
the Far East. and at once the capitalists 

so his story goes—secretly got their 
agents to work all over the Southwest 
buying mules and horses. When asked 


how many mules and horses were pur- 
chased the Baglishman’s brow clouddod 
with reminiscent thought. 

“Il hate to think,” he replied. “It 
would give me a headache to calculate 
the number.

Nobody cared anyway. The ten tramp

_Guaymas, he. says, about Sept. ¥Y, 
' They were ships that passed in the 
night with an unknown destination 
and unperceived course. 

‘The arrangement was this,"’ said the 

Englishman. “Two converted Russian 
' cruisers had left Vladivostok some time 
' before and were to meet the ten mule 
transports and convoy them to Vladi- 
vostok. 

“The convoys left Viadivostok at the 
pre-arranged date. That is certain. lI 
have just told you that the ten tramp 
steamers full of mulesc left Guaymas 
on time. Maybe they all met as was 
arranged, but if you can tell me what 
happened to one of the convoys and 
what became of ten tramp steamers 
full of mules you'll confer a gr2ai\ 
favor. 

“Neither I nor my assistants 
heard of those mules again, and 
trace was completely lost of one of 
the convoys. I was in this city the 
day the Lena limped into San Fran- 
cisco. That night I got a telegram and 
for a week I did not feel like being 
affable to my most intimate friends.” 


Thinks Japs Know. 


The Englishman declined to say any 
more. When asked if he identified the 
Lena as one of the two convoys, he re- 

plied: ‘““‘That’s the end of my story.” 
' I'm not trying to figure out the identity 
of Russian steamers. All I want to get 
at is the solution of the great Mexican 
mule mystery. The Russians did not 
get the mules. I did not get any money. 
What happened? Ask the Japanese 
envoys.”’ 

The capitalist pointed opt that the 
Lena, 31 days from Vladivostok, ap- 
peared suddenly in the harbor of San 
Francisco on the morning of Sept. 12. 
Immediately there was much conjecture 
as to what she was doing in these wa- 
ters. The Russian Captain explained 
that his boilers needed repairs. An ex- 
amination disclosed the fact that they 
were In bad condition, and it was hinted 
also that this condition arose from a 
recent over-preesure of steam. ‘The of- 
ficers of the Lena, however, refused to 
admit that they had been showing their 
vessel's heels to a sudden enemy. 

The mystery of the Lena's presence 
continued. 

The pilot who brought the Lena inte 
port said that when he first saw the 
vessel had chains wrapped around her 
hull. indicating that her plates had been 
damaged by shells. At the same time a 
rumor started that an engagement had 
taken place off Redfielde reefs between 
a Russian transport and two Japanese 
cruisers. This was not verified. 

In view of the fact that the Lena left 
Viadivustok on a mission said to be un- 
known evo in St. Petersburg, and that 
another Ruselan transport called the 
Korea had been sighted near American 
Pacific shores about the same time, the 
Englishman was asked if he thought 
that the two Japanese cruisers had way- 
laid the mule transports and the two 
convoys.

TO BE SCANNED 


State Geologist to Map Produc- 
tive Areas and Estimate 
Amount of Fuel. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DES MOINES, lIo., Aug. 1i:—State 


Geologist Frank A. Wilder, returning 
from St. Louis, where he has been 
watching the experiments which the 
Government is making with respect to 
the gas producing qualities of the Iowa 
coal, has left for Northern Iowa, where 
he will make an investigation relative 
to the peat beds there located. 

He will go to Dows, in Wright Coun- 
ty, first. At times companies have 
been organized with a view to exploit- 
ing the peat of Iowa as a commercial 
fuel, but they have not been extensive- 
ly engaged in the business. The prod- 
uct will now be carefully examined by 
the State Geologist and perhaps a new 


field of industry and endeavor will grow 
up in Iowa through his official report. 

Mr. Wilder will map the peat beds 
thoroughly. It has come to the know!l- 
edge of the department recently that 
lowa has immense areas of this fuel. 
The survey has always known that the 
deposits were large in area, but not to 
the extent recently reported. The ex- 
tent will be thoroughly explored by 
Geologist Wilder on this and subsequent 
tours in the Northern Iowa Gistrict. 

In respect to the Government tests of 
Iowa coal at St. Louis, State Geologist | 
Wilder says that the experiments have 
progressed far enough to warrant some 
of the thoughtful scientists to predict | 
the elimination of the ordinary steam 
engine within 20 years, The most strik- 
ing and most satisfactory phase of the 
work up to date is the demonstration of 
the efficiency of the Iowa coals in the 
manufacture of producer gas. It was | 
feared that the sulphur in the Iowa 
coals would interfere with their use- 
fulness and general! utility for producer 
gas. It has been satisfactorily demon- 
strated, however, that the sulphur is nc 
hindrance, and that the Iowa coals can 
be used advantageously for this. pur- 
pose. 

The producer gas made from liowa 
coals is used at the testing plant in a 
235-horsepower Westinghovse gas en- 
gine, and careful records indicate that 
one brake horsepower per hour is ob- 
tained from one pound of Iowa coal. The | 
significance of this record will be ap | 
preciated when it is remembered that 
with the very best types of steam en- 
gines two pounds of soft coal are re- 
quired to give the same umount of en- 
ergy. 

The 
coals last year 


coking tests made of the Iowa 
were not encouraging, 
but new methods will be used during 
the coming summer. Indiana coals, 
which heretofore would not make coke; 
have by these methods given coke of a 
satisfactory quality. There is reason to 
hope, therefore, that the survey will 
still be able to coke Iowa coals. 

The Geographical Survey has just is- 
sued the report on cement materials of 
Iowa and copies have been sent to al! |, 
of the industrial agents of the different 
railroads, cement manufacturers, and 
will be sent to people interested in this 
subject.

ALFALFA'S VOGUE 
SPREADING WIDELY 


Oklahoma Farmers Learning by 
Observation the Merit of 
the Fodder Plant. 


GUTHRIE, O. T., Aug. li~Each year 
sees a few more acres of alfalfa raised 
in Oklahoma. Almost without excep- 
thon the increase is made chiefly by 
those who have sowed it before and 
raised a good crop and by their immedi- 
ate neighbors. Alfalfa is a success in 
this country. Many farmers have been 
hesitating for some time about begin- 
ning to raise this crop, not certain as 
to whether it would pay, but the evi- 
dences have been accumulated s0 
strongly now as to make future hesita- 
tion unwise. 

Several farmers within a few miles 
of Enid are planning to put in as high 
as 40 acres harvested this season. One 
of these harvested two crops of alfalfa 
hay and a goodly amount of seed from 
the third crop. The seed sells from $7 
to $10 per bushel, and the seed crop pays 
much more than the ordinary grain 
crop, without considering the hay. 

Alfalfa hay baled keeps green. A bale 
opened in midwinter is found almost as 
green inside as the day it was cut. Cat- 
tle. horses and hogs are very fond of it 
and will eat it in preference to grain. 
The_yield per acre measured in tonnage 
Is very large. 

Alfalfa should be sowed in the fall to 
insure a spring crop. The ground ought 
to be carefully prepared, plowed early, 
well harrowed and put in the finest con- 
dition possible. If the roots appear to 
be thin and promise a light crop, disc 
harrowing will remedy this defect. In 
discing is the secret of raising this crop. 
The disc cuts the roots and causes them 
to spread and multiply the shoots. This 
discing can be done at any time of the 
year and should always be resorted to 
when the crop looks thin or unpromis- 
ing. While it would seem that discing 
would hurt the roots, the opposite is the 
result and raisers of alfalfa have found 
it the best method of insuring a good 


crop. 

Kansas farmers learned years ago the 
value of alfalfa both as hay and seed. 
Many rich agriculturists in that State 
attribute their success to the cultiva- 
tion of this crop. Oklahoma has been 
behind somewhat on this line, but pres- 
ent indications point to large areas of 
alfalfa in the future here. 


WORKS TO MAKE 
BUFFALO HYBRED 


Goodnight Ranch Breeders Find 
Peculiar Physical Difficulties 
in Producing Hybred Bull. 


Special to the roe ee 

FORT WORTH, Tex.. Aug. 10—The 
old idea that the buffalo, once so pienti- 
ful on the Texas plains, would become 
extinct, has been entirely exploded. 
Col. Charles Goodnight of Goodnight, 
Texas, has a large number of the ani- 
mails in his pastures, which he is suc- 
cessfully crossing with full blooded 
Polled Angus cattle, 

The birth of a quarter-bed buffalo 
heifer. a few days ago on this ranch, 
from a quarter-bred cow by a quarter- 
bred * sire, proves that at least that 
much of the stock can be perpertuated 
forever. 

This experiment has been conducted 
for some time by Col. Goodnight, who 
is very much encouraged over the re- 
sults so far achieved. He has also 
found that the Polled Angus cattle will 
assimilate the most readily of all the 
breeds with the buffalo, and a strain of 
buffalo blood in the cattle has a very 
strong tendency to increase their hardi- 
ness. 

One peculiarity of this crossing of the 
buffalo upon Polled Angus cattle is that 
never yet since the experiment was first 
begun has a Polled Angus cow been 
able to give birth to a half-breed bull 
calf. The buffalo hump developed by 
the male progeny is always sufficient to 
produce the death of the mother cow. 
Col. Goodnight has,lost a number of 
valuable cows in this manner, but per- 
sists in the experiment in the hope of 
ultimately winning out.

SURPRISES. WIFE 


Former Chicago Policeman Ar- 
rested for Bigamy, Shows 
Decree Legally Obtained. 


QUICKLY FREE FROM JAIL 


Proves That He Had Advertised 
Suit When Wife Denies 
Its Legality. 


Henry Burgess, who used to be a Chi- 
cago policeman, now knows how it feels 
to fall into the hands of the police. 

He was arrested Wednesday after- 
noon at the instance of his former wife, 
who accused him of bigamy. He was 
able to produce satisfactory evidence of 
having obtained a divorce from his first 
wife before he married the second and 
was immediately released. 

Burgess, who is 48, was arrested by 
Detective Lee Killian on complaint of 
Mrs. Anna Dolan Burgess. She said she 
had come from Chicago to prosecute 
him for bigamy. She declared that he 
had been married July 2 to Miss Clara 
Ekland without obtaining a divorce 
from her. 


When he was taken to the Four 
Courts he produced his divorce decree 
and clippings of advertisements which 
he had inserted in newspapers trying to 
locate her prior to filing suit for di- 
vorce in Sioux Falls, 8. D. He obtained 
the divorce on the ground of desertion. 

Mrs. Burgess denied that he had ob- 
tained a legal divorce hecause she had 
never been notified, but the clippings 
showed legal publication had been 
made. 

When Mrs. Burgess located her hus- 
band at 2223 Eugenia street she rented 
a room at 2203 Eugenia street so as to 
be where she could watch him until she 
could have him arrested and prevent 
him from getting away. Burgess denied 
any inolination to evade her or get out 
of her way. 


TUNNEL BREAKS, 
ONE MAN DROWNS 


Others Caught by Partial Cave- 
In of Boring Under North 
River Escape. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Under pressure 
of the weight of the North River the 
roof of the northerly tube of the twin 
tunnels being bored from Fifteenth 
street, Jersey City, to Morton street, 
Manhattan, partly gave way yesterday 
and 22 men at work behind the boring 
shield narrowly escaped drowning. 

One man lost his life, having been 
crushed by the shield, stunned and 
drowned. 

Nineteen of the workmen took fright 
when the water began to trickle down 
upon them and fled toward the gate of 
the air lock. Three retained their pres- 
ence of mind and plugged up the break 
in the roof. When they finished their 
work they were hip deep in the water. 

Work on the southern tube of the tun- 
nel was finished last fall. The north 
bore had been carried to within 200 yards 
of the New York shore when yester- 
day’s leak began. The three men who 
remnained piugged the hole with bags 
filled with sawdust, which are always 
kept near the shield for that purpose. 

The pressure of compressed air was in- 
creased and it held the bags of sawdust 
against the opening until planks and 
timbers could be placed in position and 
the leak stopped.
